ian Scientists, faith eurists. etc. The 
enactm ent of the m easure into a law, 
it is hoped, will be tile m eans of sav­ 
ing the lives of m any Innocent ch il­ 
dren. 
P ro te sts against th e adm inistration 
bill which seeks to place an additional 
ax on building and savings com pan­ 
ies are still pouring in from Colum bi­ 
ana county. 
The county's rep resen ­ 
tatives in th e legislature a re being 
urged strongly to vote against 
the 
passage of the bill.

Colum bus. F ebruary 14.—T he Ohio 
S anitary B ulletin, which 
is 
issued 
m onthly by th e sta te board of health, 
show s th a t th ere is a serious epidem ­ 
ic of sm all pox at Youngstown. 
It 
seem s th a t this fact has been carefully 
suppressed from the outside world by 
th e au thorities of th a t city. 
D uring 
th e m onth of January 233 cases 
of 
sm allpox w ere reported to th e state 
board of health, and of 
this num ber 
32 w ere reported from Youngstown, 
seven of these cases proving fatal. 
T h ere w ere two o th er fatal 
cases, 
m aking a total of nine deaths for the 
m onth. 
Since the first of the year 41 
cases 
have 
been 
reported 
from 
Youngstow n 
The first ease of th e 
epidem ic w as reported on Septem ber 
23 last and since l l deaths have re ­ 
sulted from the disease. 
In Jan u ary 
55 cases w ere reported from Cincin­ 
nati and 34 from H icksville, Defiance 
county, Youngstow n 
being 
third in 
th e num ber of cases. 
But one death 
occurred in C incinnati. 
None occur­ 
red 
in 
H icksville. 
The epidem ic 
seem s to be m ore virulent a t Youngs 
tow n th an a t any o th er place in the 
state. 
T he 
cases reported 
last 
m onth 
w ere from 47 com m unities in 29 coun­ 
ties. 
T he m ajority of th e cases are 
m ild and th e re have been com para­ 
tively 
few 
deaths. 
T he 
epidem ic 
sta rted in th e state in 1898. T he dis­ 
ease ' w as brought 
h ere by a show 
troupe 
Several m em bers of th e com ­ 
pany contracted th e disease and while 
to uring through the sta te com raunica 
ted it to others. 
T he disease spread 
rapidly and while it is under control 
attem p ts to stam p it out have been 
ineffectual. 
The advice of the officers 
of th e sta te board is to th e effect 
th a t every person should be vaccina­ 
ted.

bership being com pelled to pay an ex­ 
tra am ount 
in assessm ents or dues 
to m ake up th e am ount of th e tax.

is likely the protest com ing from this 
city will be a strong one.

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AN EPIDEMIC OF SMALLPOX 
REPORTED AT YOUNGSTOWN 


The Matter Has Been Kept Very 
Quiet By the Authorities 
of the City.

From a Stall Correspondent. 
Columbus. February 14.—The Ohio 
Sanitary Bulletin, which 
is 
issued 
monthly by the state board of health, 
shows that there is a serious epidem­ 
ic of small pox at Youngstown. 
It 
seems that this fact has been carefully 
suppressed from the outside world by 
the authorities of that city. 
During 
the month of January 233 cases 
of 
smallpox were reported to the state 
board of health, and of 
this number 
32 were reported from Youngstown, 
seven of these cases proving fatal. 
There were two other fatal 
cases. 
making a total of nine deaths for the 
month. 
Since the first of the year 41 
cases 
have 
been 
reported 
from 
Youngstown 
The first case of the 
epidemic was reported on September 
23 last and since 11 deaths have re­ 
sulted from the disease. 
In January 
55 cases were reported from Cincin­ 
nati and 34 from Hicksville. Defiance 
county, Youngstown being 
third in 
the number of cases. 
But one death 
occurred in Cincinnati. 
None occur­ 
red 
In 
Hicksville. 
The 
epidemic 
seems to be more virulent at Youngs­ 
town than at any other place in the 
state. 
The 
eases reported 
last 
month 
were from 47 communities in 29 coun­ 
ties. 
The majority of the cases are 
mild and there have been compara­ 
tively 
few 
deaths. 
The 
epidemic 
started in the state in 1898. The dis­ 
ease was brought 
here by a show 
troupe 
Several members of the com­ 
pany contracted the disease and while 
touring through the state communica­ 
ted it to others. 
The disease spread 
rapidly and while it is under control 
attempts to stamp it out have been 
ineffectual. The advice of the officers 
of the state board is to the effect 
that every person should be vaccina­ 
ted.

money making arrangement It would 
be different, they say. 
Instead of be­ 
ing conducted for revenue to a few. 
the entire membership benefits alike, 
and the law if put in effect would 
simply result in the general mem­ 
bership being compelled to pay an ex­ 
tra amount 
in assessments or dues 
to make up the amount of the tax. 
There are largo number of these 
societies in East Liverpool, 
all 
of 
which have good memberships, and It 
Is likely the protest coming from this 
city will be a strong one.

London, Fob. 14.—Tho detailed ac­ 
counts which have just reached here 
of Lord Kitchener’s combined move­ 
ment to drive out the Boers from the 
enclosure of blockhouse lines show 
that the conflict was very picturesque 
and tho most exciting incident of the 
whole 
campaign. 
Although 
appar­ 
ently surrounded by an impenetrable- 
ring of fire and steel, 
the 
Boers’ 
dauntless 
b ra v e ry 
and 
dashing 
charges ultimately 
resulted in the 
majority escaping from the meshes 
of Kitchener’s close drawn net. 
Line Over Fifty Miles In Length. 
The British commander's 
scheme 
consisted of a continuous line o v e r 
50 miles in length. 
General Kitch­ 
ener, who personally conducted the 
operations, was in close touch day 
and night with every detail *of the 
movements. 
The Boers, though hard 
pressed, shrank from attempting 
to 
cros3 
tho 
railroad, which was pa­ 
trolled throughout the night by ar­ 
mored trains, equipped with powerful 
starch lights. 
The train lights were 
supplemented 
by 
stationary search 
lights. 
By the side of the railroad 
were the dark forms of men lying in 
trenches or standing 
doing 
sentry 
duty. 
The battle at Heilbron raged from 
9 o’clock Friday night until 2 o’clock 
Saturday morning. 
Throughout the 
five hours a fearful ring of fire from 
rides, cannon and pom-poms, swept 
along the British 
liqes. in holding 
De Wet’s Boers, who made repeated 
attempts to break out of the circle of 
troops. 
From various positions, be­ 
hind rocks and 
dongas, the Boers 
kept up a vigorous fusilade, hoping 
to find a weak spot in the line. Sim­ 
ultaneously others charged, hut again 
and again were the Boers repulsed, 
leaving the dead, wounded and pris­ 
oners in the hands of the British. 
The Boers were split up into three 
forces. On Thursday night 500 Boers, 
headed by Van Coilers, rushed a force 
of the imperial light horse, yelling 
"Storm, burghers." 
About IOO Boers 
got through, but the remainder, en­ 
countering a tremendous fire, wert 
turned back. 
Friday night’s conflict ebbed and 
swelled over an area of 40 to 50 miles. 
in which the long-hunted, 
harassed 
and desperate men endeavored to fin J 
outlets. 
Desperate Ruse of Boers Fail. 


In the northern section the Boers 
made a desperate effort 
to 
break 
through. Collecting a number of cat­ 
tle the Boers drove them down on 
the British 
lines. 
Bending low In 
their saddles the Boers rode among 
the cattle, making it impossible to 
distinguish them 
in 
the darkness. 
The British pickets opened a terrible 
fire and the Boers were everywhere 
met with a relentless hail of bullets. 
A long line of flame ran up and down 
the firing line, nearly 20 miles 
in 
length, as the armored trains flashed 
their search lights over railes cf coun­ 
try. 
The reports of the quick firing 
guns along the entrenched line and 
the booming of the field guns and 
pom-poms sounded 
deep 
amid the 
sharp crackling 
of 
the 
musketry, 
while Heilbron fort contributed to 
the universal din with the deep roar 
(rf its naval gun. 
This lasted for 20 minutes, when 
gradually the rattle died down until 
only the crack of single shots was 
heard. Then ail was again quiet. 
The Boers’ attempt to break the 
British circle had failed. 
A few of 
hem succeeded in crossing the line, 
aid among them wa* General De Wet.

movements. 
The Boers, though hard 
pressed, shrank from attempting 
to

railroad, which was pa­ 
trolled throughout the night by ar­ 
mored trains, equipped with powerful 
starch lights. 
The train lights were 
supplemented 
by 
stationary search 
lights. 
By the side of the railroad

Columbus. February 14.— The Ohio 
Sanitary Bulletin, which 
is 
issued 
monthly by the state board of health 
shows that there is a serious epidem 
ic of small pox at Youngtown, 
seems that this fact has been carefully 
suppressed from the outside world by 
the authorities of that city. 
During 
the month of January 233 eases 
of 
smallpox were reported to the state 
board of health, and of 
this number 
32 were reported from Youngstown 
seven of these cases proving fatal. 
There were two other fatal 
cases 
making a total of nine1 deaths for the 
month. 
Since the first of the year 41 
cases 
have 
been 
reported 
from 
Youngstown 
The first case of the 
epidemic was reported on September 
23 last and since l l deaths have re­ 
sulted from the disease. 
In January 
55 cases were reported from Cincin 
nati and 34 from Hicksville. Defiance 
county, Youngstown being 
third in 
the number of cases. 
But one death 
occurred in Cincinnati. 
None occur­ 
red 
In 
Hicksville. 
The 
epidemic 
seems to be more virulent at Youngs­ 
town than at any other place in the 
state. 
The 
cases reported 
last 
month 
were from 47 communities in 29 coun­ 
ties. 
The majority of the cases are 
mild and there have been compara 
tively 
few 
deaths. 
The 
epidemic 
started in the state in 1898. The dis­ 
ease was brought 
here by a show 
troupe 
Several members of the com­ 
pany contract' d the disease and while 
touring through the state communica­ 
ted it to others. 
The disease spread 
rapidly and while It is under control 
attempts to stamp it out have been 
Ineffectual. 
The advice of the officers 
of the state board Is to the effect 
that every person should be vaccina­ 
ted.
